He estimated that $34,000 in 
volunteer labor has been 
given the little mountain line 
since July 1 by some 150 indi- 
viduals. These include persons 
who have flown in to work 
weekends from places as far 
away as Chicago, 

Many of the volunteers 
would be reluctant to continue 
if the line is to become a prof- 
it business for a concession- 
aire, Ross said. 


Main Problem 


The main problem now is to 
get: funds to put the line in 
running order, to protect it 
against vandalism and to 
operate it on a limited basis 
next year. 

Ross presented a budget es- 
timate of $182,000 for one-shot 
rehabilitation and $167,000 for 
operation and maintenance 
next year, from both Colorado 
and New Mexico. 

Cargo said he hopes to shift 
to the railroad some $50,000 in 
unallocated Bureau of Out- 
door Recreation funds for 
New Mexico, but apparently 
Colorado would have to do the 
same, 

The governor said he is 
hopeful that Interior Secre- 
tary Walter Hickel will put in.

The National Railway Historical Society was founded in 1935 and 
incorporated as a non-profit educational organization in Maryland in 
1937. The purpose was mainly to preserve historical material and 
information pertaining to railroad transportation. 


The Society has several thousand members livingin North America 
and chapters in cities from coast to coast. The Society publishes a 
bi-monthly journal, The Bulletin, containing articles of historical, 
educational and topical subjects of railroad interest and is sent free 
to all members. 


Membership is open to all persons interested in railroads and their 
history, sixteen years of age or older. There are three classes of 
membership: Associate, Chapter and Family. Associate membership is 
designed for those persons 'who do not live near, or who do not wish to 
affiliate with a local chapter. 


Chapter members are those who affiliate with a local unit. Family 
membership is provided for female relatives of members (either Chapter 
or Associate) who reside in the same household with a member.
